Canberra, Australia’s tiniest Soccer State, 
will soon have its own Academy of Soccer. 


And thanks go to one of the back-room boys of ACT 
Soccer — Italian migrant, Mr Gianni D'Addario. It was he 
who conceived the idea, sold it to the ACT Soccer 
Federation, will bring it to fruition and oversee it as the 
academy's first director. 

All voluntarily, of course, 


Appeal

buildings or exhoribant registration fees. 

EaGS concept is comprehensive and has widespread 
appeal. 

1e academy will be limited to boys in the Under-13 to 
Under-16 age group. Once members of the academy, they 
will be given an integrated instruction course that includes: 
* the fundamentals, and how to imy basic skills; 
* referee training courses culminating with the award 
of a class three referee's certificate; 
* Soccer coaching technique course leading to the 
award of the ‘ASF's intermediate certificate. 

Each year the registration fee is $40 (to cover administ- 
ration, accommodation and a host of ot! r costs) and that 
provides the academy trainees with one night of special 
coaching a week and one weekend in four at the academy 
receiving the bulk of the special skills and referees and 
coaching certificate instruction, 

The one weekend in four approach means a simple 
alternation of the four age groups so that the academy is in 
use every weekend. 

‘The academy will be housed at a well-known Canberra 
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gynasium which has already been booked for the weekend 
sessions. 

Tt will accommodate a maximum of 32 boys each 
weekend in each of the four ge groups with the boys 
oa into camp immediately after their games every 
Saturday and returning home on the Sunday afternoon. 

Big hit 
It is believed to be one of the most comprehensive — yet 
cheap — courses of its type available in Australia. 

Certainly, with minimum fanfare, it has proved a big hit 
and the initial intake from Canberra's current Under 14 
squad is due to begin work in the next few weeks, 

The ACT Difector of Coaching, Mr Les Bee, will co- 
ordinate the training and will be backed up by a number of 
other Canberra coaches — again on a voluntary basis. 

Gianni D'Addario said in a special AUSRTRALIAN 
SOCCER WEEKLY interview: “Canberra has needed 
something like this for many years.

HARD TIMES 
AT PRESTON 


Tommy Docherty’s snap decision to 
return to England and Preston North 
End was surely not inspired by any 
promise of great wealth at Preston. 

In the business section of the magazine 
“Economist,” in which the financial worries of 
Soccer are analysed, there is this illuminating 
item on The Doc's new club:- 

“Preston North End, a team just relegated 
tors the second division, has opted for aus- 
erity. 

“It has, among other things, closed its youth 
hostel, cancelled pre-match meals at home 
games, reduced overnight stays to a 
minimum, decided to travel by coach in lieu of 
train, abandoned Christmas bonuses to staff, 
cancelled all meals in transit for the reserve 
team, reduced boardroom hospitality to light 
refreshments at half-time, and reduced its 
contribution to the players’ Christmas party 
and end-of-season holiday.” 

In other words, Preston are pulling the belt 
tightly because, like many other British clubs, 
they are fighting to survive in a sport domin- 
ated by big city teams.
